Document 1 (US 6094293 A (Mitsubishi Denki Kabushiki 
Kaisha) , 25 July 2000, fig. 34, & JP 2000-98270 A, fig. 
34) discloses an optical switch wherein the face of a 
mirror member, which can be moved relative to the optical 
input path and the optical output path, is disposed so as 
to face the aforementioned optical input path and the 
aforementioned optical output path, and a first region, 
which is formed from a pair of light-reflecting surfaces 
that meet at a predetermined angle, and a second region, 
which is formed from a plurality of pairs of light- 
reflecting surfaces that meet at predetermined angles, are 
configured upon the face of the aforementioned mirror 
member along the directions in which the mirror member 
moves. Thus, the invention that is set forth in claims 1-6 
constitutes a portion of the optical switch that is 
disclosed in document 1; therefore, it lacks novelty. 
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
